Of fame terms and phraſes that occur in ſcripture , 
in iwmns aud pſalms, and other books of devotian.. 


ALL languages have their peculiarities, 
Languages of the ſame age differ in different 
countries; and languages of different s in 
the ſame. The languages of ancient times, 
and of the eaſtern world, are extremely diffe- 
rent from ours; and this not merely in the 
ſounds by which they expreis the ſame ideas, 
but in the combinations of words, in the im- 
port and value of the phraſes which theſe com- 
binations form, in images, alluſions, and even 
in conceptions and ideas. The Jewith language, 
as muſt neceſſarily be the caſe from the ſingu- 
larity of the conſtitution and manners of that 
people, is ſingular. The New Teftament was 
writ by Jews, and though not in their own 
proper language, yet 1t every where betrays 
the character of the writers, and bears upon it 
the peculiarities of that language. The terms 
and phraſes of it cannot always be accurately 
expreſt by a literal verſion of them; and ſome- 


times thoſe which look as like as poſſible to 
A 3 the 


| 
| 
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the terms and phraſes we would expreſs, being- 
connected with modern practices and ideas, 
and their value eſtimated thereby, will lead us 
far from the conceptions and the purpoſe of 
the writer. In ſuch caſes we are ſometimes. in 
danger of being miſled by the connection which 
the terms we employ have, even with practices 
and ideas that took their rife from thoſe ſcrip- 
tural ones which we would explain. To us, 
therefore, the terms and phraſes of the ſcrip- 
tures, even of the ſcriptures. in our own 
language, muſt, of courſe, need explication: 
and, conſequently, ſince it has been the cuſtom 
to form the ſtyle of pſalms, hymns, and other 
books of devotion in uſe among us, upon that 
of ſcripture; in theſe, ſuch expreſſions will often 
be. occurring; as, if we are not aware, will 
awaken no ideas, or only obſcure and unjuſt 
ones; and yet. theſe. obſcure and unjuſt ideas 
will acquire an eſtabliſhment and an authority in 
our minds that is not due to them, thro? the re- 
verence we owe to the word of God from which 
they will appear to be derived. A careful ex- 
plication of ſcripture- terms, drawn from its 
true ſources, is the more deſirable, that it has. 
been ſo much the practice of Chriſtian Divines 
to uſe them and explain them, not according. 
tO

to their original import. in the ſacred writers, 
but annexing to them ideas, and connecting 
with them trains of ideas, eſſential in artificial 
fyſtems of theology, yet probably unknown 
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altogether to the writers whoſe language they 


are employed to illuſtrate. 


If the following table ſhall be of uſe to any 
that wiſh for ſuch aſſiſtance, it will be well. 
The reader, however, will be cautious in the 
uſe of it; and, in his peruſal of the ſcriptures, 
will be attentive to obſerve how far the expli- 


cations, herein contained, give light to him in 


that employment, and accord with what he 


finds in the word of God. In Acrs xv1l. 11. 
Luke records it to the honour of the Berceans, 
that they ſearched the ſcriptures daily, whe- 


ther thoſe things, which Paul and Silas. told 


them, were ſo.

& deſire, whether good or evil, and of wickedneſs, 
It isequivalent to heart, to mind, to the affections 
© and operations of both; and is, in this figura- 
tive acceptation, applied in various ways, both 
to God and man.

CugISsT. Meſſiah, anointed; inveſted with an 


high office; greatly favored. It is an appel- 


lation given to the people of Iſrael, &c. It is 
eſpecially appropriated to Jeſus of Nazareth, 
as being that prophet that ſhould come into the 
world, and as being anointed, with the oil of glad- 


neſs, above his fellows. Chrilt is ſaid to give, 


and we to receive from him, that which, by 


him, God taught the world, or promifed to 
them; thus we receive from him pardon and 


life, that is, the promiſe or the hope of pardon ' 


and life. Chriſt is ſaid to do what his goſpel 
operates, or has a natural tendency to operate; 
thus he is ſaid to guide, to ſtrengthen, to com- 
fort us, &c. He is ſaid to ſave and to redeem 


us, becauſe God, by him, communicated and 
confirmed that doctrine, the genuine tendency 


Jof which is to deliver us from ignorance, and 


fear, 
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fear, and ſin, and to inſpire us with zea), and 5 
cheerfulneſs and activity in the practice of all . 
virtue, Chriſt is ſaid to do, alſo, that which, 
in the name of God, he promiſes or predifts: 
and In general, the prophets are frequently | 
commanded to do, and ſpoken of as doing i 
or having done, that which they foretel, In 
correſpondence with the foregoing obſerva- Þ 
tions, the phraſes through Chriſt, and in his 
name, ſignify the aid of his doctrine; by means 4

That by which both, or either of the contract- 
ing parties, on ſuch occaſions, give proof of 
their ſincerity, and create confidence in their 
fidelity; that by which a promiſe is ſolemnly 
confirmed.

1 SAM. X1V, 44. and elſewhere, 
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To cRrEaTE, in the language of ſcripture 
does not always ſignify to bring into exiſtence; 
but to form, to faſhion, to change the modes, 
qualities, or characters of a thing: to reform, 


to rectify. 


Cue, is uſed figuratively for ſtate, condition, 
circumſtance, fortune; lot, aſſignment, inheri- 


tance, doom, deſtination. This cup, my cup is 


the language in which Chriſt ſpeaks of the ſuf- 
ferings that awaited him in the cauſe of God 
and truth. 


Dar, in ſcripture, often ſignifies a ſcene or 
diſpenſation of divine providence : a ſcaſon: a 
period of time, of different import according to 
the different adjuncts with which it is con- 
nected. 


Dzap. Sinners, in whom the better princi- 
ples of human nature are overpowered by evil 
habit, are ſaid Zo be dead, to be in the graves ; 
and the goſpel, in conſideration of its power to 
rouze ſuch ſinners out of their ſtupor and ſu- 
pineneſs, and to aſſiſt them in the recovery of 
their freedom, and their return to a better cha- 

| racter, 
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racter, is ſaid g awaken them to life again, to — 
them from their tombs. 


Darf. See VALLEY of the ſhadow of. 


ELT. Separated from, diſtinguiſhed above, 
choſen, favored. It is applied both to individu- 
als and to bodies of men, in conſideration, not 
of moral character, but of -talents and privi- 
leges committed to them and conferred on 
them; to Jews, to Chriſtians. It ſometimes 
ſignifies choice, precious, excellent, approved, 
beloved. Sometimes it is the ſame with called, 
that is, it ſignifies thoſe who enjoy the benefits 


of the goſpel; at other times it is diſt inguiſhed 


from that term, that is, it ſignifies thoſe who 
acceptably improve theſe advantages. Ir is to 
be obſerved, however, that called ſometimes 
approaches to the ſenſe of choſen in the laſt- 
mentioned acceptation ; that is, that it ſignifies 
thoſe who not only had the goſpel preached to 
them, but-who alſo received it. 


ExEMPLAR. Pattern, model, ſpecimen:

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God; that nothing hurts him againſt God's 
will; and that, notwilhſtanding (which is a very 
common acceptation of the phraſe, in ſpite of *) 
all the dangers to which he is expoſed from 
that variety of evils that encompaſſes him, God 
preſerves him and befriends him. It is obvi- 
ous that it is akoays-true that God preſerves us 
and provides for us in ſpite of foes, and but ſel- 
dom true that he does it in fight of them.

to be * of God, made unto us wiſdom, righteouſ- 
neſs, ſanctification, and redemption,” God is 
called the Lerd cur rightecuſneſs and ſtrength. 


To feel the grace of Ged, is to experience the juſt

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effects of his favor on our hearts, and eſpe- 
cially the juſt effects of his holy word, the gat-

Hravex. The more immediate preſence of 
God, the habitation of angels and of good men 
in the world inviſible : God himſelf : perfect 
happineſs.

The Lord is the term by which the 
Engliſh verſion often renders this name; and in 
this ſenſe the Lerd is to be underſtood in the 
New Teſtament, whenever its adjuncts do not 


determine it to our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. See

To jupor, in the Jewiſh language, is uſed 
to expreſs almoſt every thing that relates to ju- 
dicial proceſs from the occaſion to the iſſue of it. 
To accuſe; plead ,- decide, decree; pronounce 
ſentence, condemn, puniſh ; acquit, vindicate, 
deliver, avenge. But beſide theſe things, this 
term is uſed to ſignify the office of a civil go- 
vernor, at large: to rule, govern, be king, reign, 
&c. Judgment has a like extent of meaning; it 
ſignifies trial, diſcrimination; puniſhment, chaſ- 
tiſement, viſitation with evil; providence, mo- 
ral government, righteouſneſs, mercy ; com- 
mand, law, counſel ; duty.

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Son or Gop. An appellation by which Jeſus 
of Nazareth was particularly diſt inguiſhed: ac- 
cording to the general opinion, as on other ac- 
counts, ſo alſo on account of his. miraculous 
birth; LARDNIR's LETTER on THE Locos, p.3r, 
or LarRDNER's SERMONS, VOL. II. SERMON 7, 
according to the opinion of ſome, not ſo much 
on account of any thing peculiar to him, as on 
account of ſome things by which he was emi- 
nently diſtinguiſhed. I his appellation is given 
to other individuals alſo, on account of ſome 
ſingularly favorable diſtinction; to bodies of 
men too, as, to the people of Iſrael firit, on ac- 
count of their diſtinction from the Gentiles; and 
afterwards to Chriſtians, for a ſimilar reaſon. 
Sons of God, Children of God, in the Jewiſh 
language, imitators of God, like God: obedi- 
ent and ſubmiſſive to him: heirs of his pro- 
miſes. Angels, magiſtrates, men in authority 
are called Sons of God: All good men are 
Sons of God: Chriſtians, in particular, are often 
called ſo; and they are ſaid to be horn of God, 
to be begotten by him, to be begotten by bim by 
the word of truth, In the language of icripture, 
reformers, teachers, and inſtructors are called 
fathers , they are ſaid 4% beget the converts and 
diſciples which they make; who, in correſpon- 

* dence 
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dence with this phraſeology, are called their 
ſons, their children. The firſt converts to the 
goſpel are ſaid alſo to be born again, to be be- 
gotten again, in conſideration of the great 
change which their reception of the goſpel 
made in their minds and in their condition: 
whether this change be referred to a previous 
ſtate of judaiſm; of idolatry and ſuperſtition; 
or of ignorance, vicious habits, doubts and fears. 
The Jews firſt, and afterwards Chriſtians being, 
on the fore- mentioned accounts, called children, 
or, begotten of God, by a figure of the like kind, 
though leſs bold and energetic, are ſaid to be 
adopted by God; to have the adoption pertaining to 
them; to have received the adoption, &c. 


Sp1r1IT, and Sour, are ſometimes equivalent 
to ſelf. The ſpirit of God is God; the ſpirit of a 
man is man. My ſpirit or my ſeul is I: thine is 
thou: his is he. The ſpirit of wmiſdom, and the 


ſpirit of the fear of the Lord, are real wiſdom and 


piety. Spirit alſo ſignifies that which is not 
fleſh; that which 1s not weak and frail : the 


ſpirit of God ſometimes ſignifies the power of 


God, either in its ordinary or extraordinary ex- 
ertions. Theſe terms ſbirit, and ſcal, ſometimes 


denote that part of the human conſtitution,

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which is the ſeat of life, conſciouſneſs, under- 
ſtanding, and affection. In this ſenſe they are 
uſed, in a variety of forms, to expreſs ſincerity, 
real internal feelings, in contradiſtinction from 
the outward expreſſions of them. In this laſt, 
as well as in the firſt- mentioned import of ſpirit 
and of ſoul, the word heart is often uſed; that 
is, it is uſed in the ſenſe of ſelf, and alſo to de- 
note the percipient and active principles of hu- 


man nature; and thus it is ſometimes contra- 
diſtinguiſhed from e When it is ſaid that the 


ſpirit of God has done any thing, the ſenſe is 
that God did it, and 1t may have been either 
by natural or by extraordinary means, in 
a natural or extraordinary manner. When 
God is ſaid to have done any thing by his ſpirit, 
by the ſpirit, it frequently ſignihes that he did it 
in or through the miracles which he wrought, 
in behalf of the goſpel, or by its miniſters, or 
upon 1ts converts. When it is aſked of God to 
ſend, to ſend down, to ſend forth his ſpirit for this 
or the other purpole, or that his ſpirit may do 
this or that; the ſenſe is neither more nor leſs 
than that God would employ his power for theſe 
purpoſes, that he would do what is aſked of 
him, in any - manner whatſoever, or by any 
means that he uſes or has inſtituted for the at- 
tainment of ſuch ends.

Vain. Empty, flattering, deceitful; ground-

boaſted in. When this life or this world is 
ſtiled vain, or qualified, as they often are in 
devotional writings, by other like terms, 1t 
ſhould be remembered that they are ſo ſtiled, 
not abſolutely, but in compariſon with another 
and a better life and world for which we look. 
The idea which this term vain ought to excite 
in us, is not any thing inconſiſtent with a very 
important truth which ought to be kept in view, 
and carefully impreſt upon the mind, to wit, 
that in all ordinary circumſtances is life, in 
this world, is in itſeff a very valuable bleſſing;
